As the outer row of trees planted 
from 60-to 100 feet from thé imner 
rows, or shelter-belt proper, to pro- 
jVide the trap for drifting snow, 
first choice for trees in this district 
is a mixture of cottonwood and box 
elder, planted alternately three or 
four feet apart. For intermediate 
height, laurel-leaf willow is selected. 
For smaller areas, that most valu- 
able of prairie shrubs, caragana ab 
orescens, has no close rival.

BARLEY AS A POULTRY FEED 


Evidence so far available § indi- 
cates that barley couid be success- 
fully ‘used as @ poultry feed to a fat 
greater extent than @ is at present. 
At the poultry plant, Experimentai 
Farm, Brandon, barley has bev 
used in the regular laying ration for 
several yeats, and good results 11 
egg production have been obtained. 
Corn and barley are. almos equal 
in feeding value as well as chemical 
analysis. Corn has always: boen re- 
garded as a suitable poultry feed anrt 
has been used fairly extensively for 
this purpose in spite of costing from 
forty to sixty dollars por ton. “ 

A series of eight tests have beert 
made at the Experimental Farm, 
Brandon, to comvare the relative 
efficiency and economy of corn and 
barley as poultry feed. Rationg con- 
taining one-third corn in both the 
mash and hard grain were compared 
with rations containing: an equal 
amount of barley, and rations cou- 
taining one-half corn were compared 
with rations containing one-half bar- 
ley. The balance of the scratch grain 
nuxture in each case was made up 
rats and wient, and the balagce cr 
the mash mixture was made up of 
oat chop, shorts, and meat méa 
The tests were each continued for 
six months commencing in October. 
The average results of these tests 
show the birds receiving barley to 
have produced eight per cent more 
eggs than those receiving corn. The 
cost of feed per dozen eggs laid was 
thirty per cent higher when corn was 
used in the ration than when barley 
was used. 

Tests. have also ees conducted 
comparing Trebi and O.A.C. 21 bac 
ley as poultry feed. The average re- 
| of the four tests so far con- 
ducted show very ‘ittle difference in 
the feeding value of these two var- 

ieties. 

‘One precaution is necesary jn feed 
ing barley to poultry, in order to 
insure best results and avoid troub 
les that have at times been experi- 
enced. Barley is low in vitamin con- 
tent and this part of the ration 
should be supplemented with suit- 
able green feed such as a ‘alfa or

Then too, evasion is most 
easily practiced by the vendor of 
foreign gasoline and so a hardship 
will be worked on the Canadian re- 
finer. The Canadian refiner reports 
on his business to the provinciay tax 
collector, but who is to report on 
purchases by an importer ‘in a for- 
eign country? 


It is often stated that the geso- 


line tax’ is the niost equitable tax 
because it makes the motorist pey 
for the roads according te the use 
he makes of them.
